The prices quoted in this List are expected to apply only where the specified 
quantities are taken, except as follows; five hundred, at the thousand rate, fifty at the 
hundred rate, and six at the dozen rate; and at these prices, in the case of fruit trees, 
etc., the varieties are to consist of leading popular sorts, such as we cultivate in con¬ 
siderable quantities. Whenever any long list of selected varieties shall be required, 
consisting of new or scarce kinds, higher prices will be charged, according to the na¬ 
ture of the order. See Descriptive Catalogue for lists of varieties cultivated. 

TO CLUBS.—It will be observed that the cost of large orders is correspond¬ 
ingly low, and the advantage of forming Clubs to secure these low rates is apparent.

TRANSPORTATION.—In furnishing Trees, etc., on the terms of this Circu¬ 
lar we cannot be responsible for the accidents or delays of transportation. All articles 
after leaving the Nursery in good condition, are entirely at the risk of the purchaser. 
Except in case of accident or gross carelessness, our packages will endure the longest 
journey in perfect safety.
